This’ argument was met by the 
mayor who. stated that he was inclined 
fo thinkSthat it should not be possible 
fer-any- concern to manufacture power 
cheaper than the city, as they usually 
have only one purpose or one use lo 
whieh jit can be put, whereas in the 
case of the cily there is the pumping 
plant, the street. railway -:and many 
other uses for the power,~ 

“Tg the machinery is not right, you 
can't get resulls,” said Mr, Chalmers, 

“Mhe superintendent has reduced the 
cost of power 50 per cent inthe last 
48 months,"’ continued Mr. Chalmers. 

“Tam keen on getting the commer- 
cial end uppermost,” said the mayor, 
“and Mr, Ormsby is a very. efficient 
superintendent. We may nol know all 
about maghinery, but he has handled 
his workfand his department success-~ 
fully in the past, and I can see no rea- 
son why he should not be given charge 
of the complete plant.” 

“Would you do away wilh the pre- 
cent superintendent of the power 
house?" asked Commissioner Chalmers. 

The mayor answered that he would 
In future be subject to the instructions 
of Mr. Ormsby, who would be tha head 
of the department, thus culling out the 
middleman, as it were. 

“Where is one man in the city,” said 
the mayor, “thal I would like to have 
in the power house to demonstrate that 
il is possible to slill further reduce the 
cost of production.” ‘This was a re- 
ply to Commissioner Chalmers who 
stated that the present superintendent 
wag®pnying heat units and aot merely 
coatfor the production of cheap power. 

On the suggestion of the mayor, the 
matter was laid on the table until the 
next meeting of the board that any 
objections may he heard before — the 
proposal becomes effective. 

It ‘was first suggested that the new 
superintendent should be notified to 
lake complete charge on the first day 
of October, and this will probably be 
approyed at the next meeting of the 
board, : ‘ 

The whole discussion arose as the 
result of a report from Superintendent 
Ormsby in which he. stated that — it 
Would be practically impossible to get 
the business of the new MacDonald 
Motel as it would be necassary to give 
a rate of 2.5 cents a kav. or a much

“You will remember ‘that in: March 
last 1 recommended a reduction in the 
power charge to. the street, railway 
avith a view to arriving ata faly propor- 
tion between the charges for electric 
power and electric light. Owing to 
the grealer present eMeciency of the 
plant and the increased output, T have 
pleasure in repeating he recommenda- 
tion, and in further recommending — a 
reduetion In ‘the power rales to the 
electric light department, which were 
not justified al the time of my former 
letter on the subject. ’

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THE MEMBER FOR ATHABASCA 
“COMES THROUGH” WITH HIS ACT. 

The member for Athabasca, A. G. MacKay, has come through with his woodmen’s 
lien act and the occupation of logging and tie cutting in the province of Alberta is about to 
become a recognized industrial calling in which the man following the same will be entitled to 
protection which will absolutely guarantee that he will receive full reward for his labor. 

The lumbering business in this province constitutes one of the three great basic indus- 
tries and throughout many generations it may be depended upon to hold second place in im- 
portance, between agriculture and mining, among the sources of wealth in’ the province. 
Diftering from other parts of the continent, the lumbering business in this province may be 
confidently counted upon to increase in importance with the progress of the country, as this 
is the province which most naturally lends itself to the endeavors of the conservationists. 
As 2 source of supply for tie timber the northern and northwestern parts of the province 
contain large areas which are some day due to be handled as plantations, given up perman- 
ently to the production of tie timber and other more valuable timber products, affording em- 
ployment to an enormous. army of producers. These employees, being in the position that 
what they get out of it is the wage at which they contract—having no interest in the profit 
—ire entitled to all the protection that can be given them in their employment, and the Wood- 
men's Lien Act is a simple and workable provision to guarantee that the timber which they 
take out of the forest will not get into the regular channels of trade as merchantable lumber 
until those who have been engaged in the camps at the source of production have been set- 
lled with for all that is coming to them. 


This is the promise made by Mr. MacKay to the electors of Edmonton during the 

recent general election, but the electors of Edmonton, in their judgment—or misjudgment— 
chose Mr. Ewing, with the result that Mr. MacKay went to Athabasca and, from there, 
comes into the house with his act, nevertheless.

With an Ample Coal Supply 
Great Britain Questions Ben- 
efit of Change, 


FIELDS ARE LIMITED 
AND THE PERILS MANY 


Asiatic Fuel Would Have to 
Come by. Suez Canal and 
Run the Gauntlet of the Fleet 
of the Japanese, 


London, Sept. 18.—SiInee steam was 
substituled for sails, and iron ships for 
wooden ones, the British navy has un- 
dertaken no more daring change than 
{fs plans to. adopt oil for fuel in the 
place of coal, 

All naval men and scientists recos- 
nize the facet, and the announcement 
made to — parliament hy Winston 
Churchill, first. lord of the admiralty, 
has aroused a debate whieh involves 
the future safety of the United King- 
dom. The scientific men seem to agree 
that oil is the naval fuel of the future. 
bul the question asked is) whether 
Britain should lead the nations to that 
fulure, 

She was the pioneer building 
Dreadnoughts, bul some authorities 
hold that the Dreadnought was a co- 
Jossal mistake, and: ‘that the era 
mammoth ships and resulting enor- 
mous bridgels might have been avoided 
if the slrongeet naval power had not 
led the way and foreed her rivals to 
follow. 

Whether an island kingdom, with a 
world's supply of coal to draw upon in 
the fsland which is ils ‘naval base, 
plloould ebandon coal for another form 
of fuel, all of which must be imported 
ar abroad, is the vital point of dis- 
cussion. ‘There are no oil ficlds in the 
Uniled Kingdom, and few in the Brilisn 
empire. The North American contin- 
ent and the far east, principally Borneo 
and Burma, would have ‘to be the main 
sources of supply, with some help 
from ‘Rumania and the British Island 
of Trinidad 

Her Oil Cargoes In Peril 

Asiatic oil must be shipped through 
Suez, and the Mediterranean, where il 
would have to run the gauntlet of the 
Japanese fleet In the first. stage of the 
Journey, in the event of possible wars, 
and then pass through the Mediterra- 
nean, where British naval power — is 
steadily declining as Italian and Aus- 
irain building progresses, American 
oil musl be brought across the Atlan- 
tic, where the American fleet in the 
heginning’ of the voyage and perhaps 
the German at the end, would have 
to be reckoned with. 

The advantages of oil are sel forth 
attractively by the naval expert of the 
Pall Mall Gazetle. The complements 
of vessels could be reduced one-third 
hy giving up slokers, and the inereas- 
ing diffieully of enlisting enough «men 
thereby mel. There would be larger 
and healthier living space for the men 
on ships, and the hard and dirty work 
of coaling ships would be no more, 
Stralegical posstbilities of war yessels 
would -be increased by greater speed 
and secrecy of movement, 

On the other hand London papers ask 
the admiralty certain pointed  ques- 
tions, Can they guarantee that there 
will be adequate sources of supply 
open in all parts of the world at all 
times? Can they control — sufficient 
fomwes of supply to render the navy 
independent of monopolies and trusts, 
most of them controlled by foreigners? 

Hard to Figure on Future 

Can sufficient storage be provided, 
safe from allack, to supply the navy 
for at least three months and can 
similar stores be kept at coaling sta- 
tions in other parts of the world, 1s 
{iL established beyond doubt that oil 
thus slored will not deteriorate? 

Mr. ‘Churehill said that if the navy 
can protect the island's food supply il 
can protect its oil supply; that the ad- 
mirally intends to acquire the owner- 
ship or control of a considerable por- 
tion of the oil fields in the empire and 
to provide fuy-a “safe” reserve against 
the contingency of war, and that the 
possibilities of distilling oil from coal 
were under discussion, 

Mr, Churehill’s parallel of Britain's

Bdionton board of trade, is back this 
aveek from a ‘business tip to Wibnipes.

Wholesalers and other shippers in 
favestemn distribuling centres are -con- 
siderably worried by the notice issued 
iby the ‘railways operating in’ Western 
fGanada to the effect that on and after 
October dst the pravlice will he 
used whieh is at present in 
feffeet in all Canadian distributing cen- 
itres, whereby the railways show on 
Aheir expense bills and collect from the 
wonsignee an amount of “advance 
wharges’ wihielh represents  cartage 
from the shippers’ warehouse to the 
freight sheds, A similar circular has 

fanst issued by all roads operating in 


Eastern Ganada, 
{ Done by the Railways.

Chicago, Sept. 20.—The latest story 
afloat about a deal by which Ty Cobb, 
the greatest of baseball players, was 
to be “sold” from Detroit to New York 
was told recently, This time the figure 
named happened to be $410,000. Hughey 
Jennings, manager of the Detroit Tig- 
ers, laughed when he heard the story. 
So enquiries were sent to the other 
end, The question was put to Frank 
Farrell, owner of the Yankees, the 
American League team, In New York. 

“No, 1 haven't bought Cobb for 
$40,000, because I can’t buy him_ for 
that. I haven't bought him at all. 
But I'd like to get a chance to buy him 
for 40 or 50 or 60 thousand.” 

And the word “buying,” as these 
magnates used it, does not mean buy- 
ing a player at all. It means merely 
buylng the privilege of hiring the play- 
er. 

Value In Six Figures 

Cobb is valued, roughly, al $268,000. 
His salary is $42,500 a year, which is 
six per cent. interest on $208,300, And 
the total fs reached by adding $60,000, 
the amount which Frank Farrell said 
he would pay. The figure would be 
much higher if Cobb were auctioned 
off among the big league owners, 
Considered as a drawing card, estim- 
aling his value by the dollars he 
draws to the box oflce, Cobb's worth 
has been guessed as high as 
$1,000,000. 

Cobb is:a sort of baseball machine. 
Ne Js sensitive as a burglar alarm to 
every pulse of the game. The shifting 
of a pitcher's feet, an altered angle 
of lhe back of a stooping second base- 
man, the look In the eyes of a pitcher 
or a base runner—all these are like 
telegrams to the brain of Cobb. And 
he plays mostly with his brains. 

All the’ baseball writers have said 
that Cobb is the greatest player on 
earth in these branches of endeavor, 
to wit: =

For instance on one memorable 
occasion, When Cobb was at first base 
and the batter banged out a single, 
Cobb went home on the play. It was 
not that he could run three times as 
fast as the man who had made the 
hit, The difference Was that Cobb 
seomed to know all about the hit in 
advance. He knew the batter, and he 
saw how the ball left the pitcher's 
hand. He saw that there was going 
to be a hit—and s0 he ran, 
_ Cobb is one of the best known men 
in America—'so well known,” said 
‘one of his admirers, “that they didn’t 
put him in ‘Who's Who,’ because ev- 
erybody knew him anyway."’ . 

Business men call their oMce boys 
“Ty” when they wish to be compli- 
mentary, and = compare themselves

WASHINGTON CAPITOL
